-, pulled out of the rubble, still alive 


80 hours after she was entombed 
in Friday's killer earthquake.

Premier Alexander Grlickov of 


the Macedonian Republic said the 
number of bodies recovered1 head- 
ed toward the 900 mark and an 
estimated 700 dead were still 
buried under rubble. 


But Grlickov said it would be 


assumed that no one else now 
couldi be found alive and the gov- 
ernment would go ahead on that 
conviction to raze all the build- 
ings in this ancient Macedonian 
capital. 


Possible epidemics and renewed 


earthquakes posed 
a constant 


problem, he said. There were a 
few 
new tremors Sunday but 


they were slight. 


On the fourth day after the cat- 


aclysmic quake demolished! the 


£ city, the stench of cracked sew- 


ers,, human waste and refuse 
mingling with the smell of de- 
composing bodies lay like a stif- 
ling blanket over the sun-scorched 
area. Temperatures were in the 
90s.

• PINE BLUFF, Ark. (AP) — A 
Negro stand-in demonstrator said 
he and three female demonstra- 
tors suffered 
eye burns from 


ammonia fumes during an! anti- 
segregation demonstration Sunday 
at a Pine Bluff hamburger stand. 


James Jones, the demonstrator, 


Said the injuries occurred after 
someone in the crowd of 40 white 
youths placed a cup of ammonia 
in a glass-enclosed serving area 
where the demonstrators' were 
standing during the three - hour 
long demonstration at the McDon- 
ald Hamburger stand. 


A crowd gathered1 shortly after 


the demonstration began, blocking 
exits to the serving area and heck- 
ling the 24 Negroes who took part. 


Jones said the demonstrators 


were unable to get rid of the 
ammonia because the c r o w d 
pressed too close' to the exits. The 
Negroes were not served during 
the demonstration and finally left 
after the crowd1 moved away from 
the doors.

Should I keep 
on batting my head against this 
stone wall or walk oiit with'the 
children; I could support myself 
and them on what I earn, provid- 
ed he gave me a small amount 
each month.

Dear Gambler's Wife: Paradox- 


ically; men gamble not because 
they want to win, but because 
they want to lose. He cannot tear 
himself away from a race or game 
so long as he stilt has a dollar 
in his wallet, a check In his check- 
book. Under such circumstances,, 
profit is impossible. 


Psychiatrists generally agree 


that excessive gambling is like 
excessive drinking. Subconscious- 
ly, gamblers are trying to escape 
from 
intolerable pressures of 


which (hey may not even be 


•ware. 


So where do you fit into this 


puttie? Professor Donald May^ 
nwd of Boston University gives 
a clue: He said, "Wives cannot 
isolate a husband's gambling from 
the difficulties of marriage as a 
whole . . . This is a problem 
that 
almo stalways 
Ivas two 


sides," that may be a bitter pill 
to swallow, but it's one you should 
know about. 


Although self-punishment 
and 


inadequate sexual relations are 
often linked to gambling, a more 
common cause is rebellion. It may 
be rebellion against responsibility, 
against monotony and boredom, 
against early frustrations, or re- 
bellion against wives. Before you 
decide to walk out examine your- 
self critically. 
s 


• Have you a personality prob- 
lem which might be contributing 
to your husbands trouble? Often 
gamblers attract and are attract- 
ed by women with weaknesses 
as profound as their own. Per- 
haps there's a worn spot in the 
fabric 
of your marriage that 


needs repairing. 
, You do not mention whether 
your husband gambled! before you 
were married. His absences from 
home must be difficult for both of 
you as well as the children. How 
happy is he in his job? His addic- 
tion may be a symptom of deep 
discontent with his work. 


Not all gamblers are curable, 


but many are. Superficial talk 
about the evils of gambling does 
no good. Hq's already painfully 
aware of them himself. Your only 
hope is to try to uncover the bas- 
ic maladjustment expressing it- 
self in this unacceptable, uncon- 
trollable drive. If you succeed in 
determining the cause (you may 
need psychiatric help), you can 
then eradicate it and salvation i? 
possible. This is one of the great- 
est challenges confronting 
any 


wife. 


It's one gamble in which you 


can only win.

She's the 
kind who is always looking for 
information to carry to others but 


iievet the way she heard it. Some 
of us are on to this garbter and 
hope others wilt realize what she's 
tip to before any mote damage 
is done by her tong tongue.
